It covers a prooeae of "flxing" ni- 
trogen, or making that gas combine with other 
substance to form n stable compound. 

Perha])a that doesn't sound sensi^a or even im- 
portant, liet'ssee. 

Without fixing nitrogen we would all starve to 
deatllr-*and the 'pmlmists would win. Nitrogen is 

common ciiouprh. Fonr-fiftlis of the air we hronthc 
is nitrogen, liut it is almost the hardest of all 
the elements to trap and tame pud set to worl( — 
to "fix," as the scientists put it. It is so violently 
opposed to every form of bondage that in xoMwy 
of the compounds a spark or a sliprht jar will break 
the ties that hold the nitrogen. AVhen that hau- 
peBi, look out! These unstable nitrogen com 
pounds are the dynamite, melinite, cordite and 
other hisfh explosives with whicli men are killiufr 
each other today across the ocean. The expansive 
force of freed nitrogen gas is what hurls the bullet 
and bursts the bomb.

MWlant city of Verona, an Import- 
ant railway center, a treasury of art, 
a museum of splendid remains from 
Roman times through all Italian p«rl> 
ods, and altogether om of the most 
beautiful and Interesting cities of 
northern Italy." according to the geo- 
praphlo statement issued by Uie Na 
tional OeoKraphIc Society today, 
\^hich deals with the most receut of 
hostile frontiers In Europe. "Verona 
Is a fortress of the flrst-elass," the 
statement contiaues, "and one of the 
foremost military centers toward the 
Austrian frontier. In pvace times, a 
garrison at more than 6.0M men Is 
stationed here, and here are located 
the administration offices of Italy's 
I hird Araur OaepB, 

"Verona is less than ten miles dis- 
tant from the Austrian frontier, from 
that part of the Austrian Tyrol that 
projeots-^i A deep wedge Into the 
north Italian hill country. It Ilea 
seventy-one miles west of Venice by 
rail and ninety-three miles east o( 
Milan, another great northern railway 
center, on twth banks of the rapid 
Adlge river, it is 194 feet above B«a 
Isirel. with tha amia and oldar part 
of the city lying within an abrupt 
loop made by the river. The popula- 
tion of the city, with Us suhnrbs, Is 
abo^t SMOO. The mala railway lines 
from Modea* aad Maatati to Trent and 

Bozen, and from Venice to Milan croaa 
In the city. The Verona. Venice, For- 
togmaro Uae parallala the Aostriaa 
frunti'T and has many strategic 
branches of much the same value to 
tha Itallana la their present struggle 
as the Posea-Tllslt line is to the 
Qermaaa ta their defense of their 
eastern frontier. 

"Verona must be the Immediate ob- 
jective of any invasion from the Tren- 
tlno salient.

To the east lies Venice, and 
to the south are a conatellatlon of 
thriving manufacturing towns. The 
frontier before Verona Is strongly for- 
tified., both on the Italian aud Aus- 
trian sides, in recent years, a wide- 
flung circle of forts, far ontalda of 
the obsolete city walls, were beRun 
as a new scheme for the city's de- 
fense. The balldiac of thaae re- 
doubts raised Verona to tha position 
of a fortress of first rank. 

"The beginnings of the Veronese 
fortlflcatlohs that atlU remain stand- 
ing today date from UST, wbsa Varo- 
oa was sorroondsd witti new walls 
and baatlons by 8aamicheil.

organ (aotorles. There Is, also, a slg- 
ntfleaat maavfaatura of war mnal- 
tlona centered hers, extaaslve artlW 
lery esUblismenta and Important ar- 
senals. Among the other more Im- 
portant manufaotttraa ara alUn. loap. 
raiidlfs and sugar. Verona had a 
larg^ and growing agrioultural com- 
4MTC*, being one of the first Italian 
centers of traffla with Austria-Hun- 
gary, Swiuerland and Germany.

"A city of woadaital art works, of 
weather-sUlned. whlta marble pal-

Here every line Is clasBic 
The very position of the palace, its 
relaUoa to the Chnth of St. Mark, 
its two fronts— one commanding the 
piazzetta and the other the sea— de 
Clare the inner significance of the 
building: it Is the fottudatioo. the very 
cornerstone of all Venetian splendors 

"But yet a little Bhadow rests on 
these splendors. A slight shudder 
mara the enekaatOMlt^ fOr tSa lands 
of Venice are stained with blood- 
much noble blood sacrificed to un 
worthy paelieas. Tliere la the Boc 
ca dl Leone, into which eoTy threw 
Its secret accusations. Here sat the 
Council of Ten, Consiglio de' Died. 
That was a word of terror to all ctt 
izens of Venice. In this trihnaal ihe 
had a power which could only be 
compared with that of Hobespierre or 
the bhMdthirety Marat. 

"The complete truth about Venice 
can not be learned in the lofty Ducal 
Palace, where the ceilings are full 
of gold and where art, free aad un^ 
trammeled, efeated her masterpieces 
We must go down even as far the the 
Foul.

"About 110 miles south of Grodna, 
lies the Russian fortress, Brest Lit- 
ewski, guarding the trunkline railway 
WarsaW'MoscoW. The cutting of these 
two great railroad arterlee has been, 
likely, the main object ot all recent. 
Auetro-Oermaa endeavor in Russian 
Poland. The trunkline from Petrograd 
passes through Vllna, OrodOo. BalU 
stock, to Warsaw, and beyond War- 
saw to Skiernlswlce, a place reeoitly 
captured by the Germans, where it 
Kt nds three main branches to Ger- 
many, to Thorn In the north, to Kailsz 
and Llasa In the west, and through 
Czenstochowa to Cracow and Koenlg- 
shuette in the Bouth. Theae two rail- 
way artorlea, between Warsaw and 
l eiroKiail. iirid Warsaw and Moscow, 
are the .Muscovite avenues for pour- 
ing men iind supplies Into Itussian 
I'oland and toward the western and 
Buutliwestern frontiers. 

"The works of Grodno fortress have 
been considerably strengthened during 
recent years. The city is ttu capital 
of the government of Grodno, and is 
situated on the Uiver .N'lemen. It Is 
the headquarters of KuhsIu'h tl Arm> 
Corps. The city, itself, is very poorly 
built, though It has a large trade in 
grain, timber and meats, it has a 
population of some 42,000 of wlilch 
two-thirds is Jewish. There are im- 
portaut machinery, firearms, tobacco 
and vehicle factories In Grodno, and 
the output of these factories was enor- 
and the output of thesetaolrdlaoidl 
OMttaly lnereaee«) by the war. Grodno 
la rieb In Polish hi^ry. Here the 
second partition of Poland waa effect- 
ed in 1791] Ukre Stanislaus Poniatow- 
ski, the last Mag of the Poles, resign- 
ed his crown In 17N.

WiMhlngton.— "Deep in the heart of 
Europeaa Rasela« OMre than 70* miles 
from the German frontier, guarded 
over the Intervening spaee by lake 
country, marshes and innnmerable 
riverwaya, always certain of reinforce 
ment by the bleakest of winter weS' 
ther, with Its heavy, blhitdlng drift ot 
snow, is Moscow, the old capital of 
Ruaala, the city agatnat whose walla 
the craft of Napoleon amashed. 
Moscow seems more secure from war 
horrors and devastation than any 
other inetroi)ollB within tlie contlneH 
01' the fighting natloiiB," begins a bul- 
letin describing the most Russian of 
Russian cities, laaued today by the 
.National Oeograpklo Soelety. at Waah- 
ii.gton. 

".Moscow belongs alike to the Orient 
and the Occident, more, however, to 
the east than to the west. It is fur- 
ther east than Jerusalem, and behind 
It extends a vaat, aparsely settled, 
haif-civUized, limitless, little known 
region, sweeping the Arctic sea to our 
west and China. Moscow is the pulse 
of this vast and undeveloped region, 
and through It have flowed endless 
streams of pioneers in peace times, 
on the miasiun of civilisation to the 
bleak northern plains and their Aal- 
atic nattvea. To the Russian, Mooeow 
is a saorad olty; to the stranger. It is 
a city of eurpasainf beauty; to both, 
it is the heart and soul ot Russia. 

"Irregularly built, the intricate and 
uncommonly Invllved plan of this 
mighty city adds to its charm upon 
acquaintance. Ita streets are one of 
its most trying experiences to the 
foreigner, mostly badly paved and 
tilled with raisins,' as the cab drivers 
call the sharp projecting stones over 
Mhich their ancient droshkies lurch. 
Then, too, the magnificent and the sor- 
did ari' oddly mingled in the city's 
architecture, and besidea the woudwr- 
fni cathedral and the impressive gov- 
ernment building one sees the mean 
buildings of poverty. Tl\e peasant, 
ilie gentleman and the millionaire are 
Inextricably mixed up la external 

.\U)8C0W. 

"Moscow is a city of shurchw. 
Their brllUautly colored tower doiues, 
striking bulbous affairs, like up- 
turned beets or onions, or often mot- 
tied like a Holland cbeeee, -give a de- 
lightful piquancy to the city's pano- 
ramas. First of the Moscow sanctu- 
aries if the renowned Church ot the 
Savior, one of the moet luxurious tem- 
ples hi the worl4. a tMnple proving 
the warmth of Imaftnatkm and the 
love ot aplendor o< the north. Built 
In the form of a Oreek eroes, perfect- 
ly proportioned. Ua oream-oolored 
marble baae and brlikt domea are a 
feast of beauty, while its interior is 
an awe-inspiring medley of preclona 
atonea, metals and mgrblea, 

"The Kremlin, the heart ot Russia's 
hosrt, the ancient fortress of the city, 
.Vfoscow's Acropolis, Is the point of 
greatest Interest to the visitor. The 
Kremlin is the Inner circle of Mos- 
bow, wherein arc situated the treas- 
ury, the arsenal, the imperial palace, 
sacred temples und around which are 
drawn heavy hatt leiiienlH of masonry. 
V» ittiin tlie coiilines of tlie Kremlin, 
(he first city on the site of Moscow 
giew, the modern town extends In an 
outer ring around it. .Most of the 
Kremlin escaped unharmed from Na 
poleon's visitation, though its towers 
More scarred by the fires to which the 
I t treating Russians endeavored to sac- 
rifice their city. 

"The largest bel| ii\ the world is 
i.ieHcrved here in MOSCOW, With almoat 
oi.ough uietiti tu It to make a modem 
L,iittle. There are hundreds o< relics 
01' Napoleon's visit here, abandoned 
cannon and cannol balls of the (l>enck 
and their allies.. The famous palace 
ip the KremNn || one of the richest 
buildings la the worUL bullded, deo- 
oiated aad Bllad wtth a limkT that la 
j|)preeelve to those unaccustomed to 
absoeiatlon in environments of bound- 
Icaa wealth. The tXHmff of the 
Kremlin is a maivalotta oaUeetton ol 
priceless hiatorlo ralloa and gouvaalra 
of the past."

Waahlngton. D. C— Over the hun- 
dreds of miles of body-jtrewn battle- 
flelde In Burope, no more deadly spot 
could be found during recent fighting 
than Just to the north of Arras, where 
for more than a month and a half the 
FVeneh have driven home Innnmerable 

fcarlcBB, determined asBaulls against 
almost impregnable field works. More 
lives have been toet to the aqoare yard 
of fighting area here, according to dis- 
patches, than upon any other part of 
the endless battle line. Arras, the 
point from which the Fernch have, 
bean Btrongly forcing the fighting, is 
deecribed in a statement Just issued 
by the NaUonal Geographic Society. 

"Arraa, the oapMal of the French 
department of Pas-de-Calais,, is one 
of the oldest and moat Important 
towna of northern France, and Is sit- 
uated op the right and southern bank 
of the Hirer Scarpe, at its junction 
with the Crinohon, partly oh heights 
and paniy la a fertile plain. A low 
line of heights extend to the north 
of the town, where the present German 
line runs almost due north to Ypree, 
in Belgium. Arraa la one of the prin- 
cipal stations on the French Northern 
Railway, being about 137 miles dla- 
Unt from Paris by ran. Brussels lies 
ninety-seven miles to the northeast ot 
this advance German outpost, while 
the important city of Amiens Is thirty- 
eight mllee to the aouth-southeast 

"One of the leading grain markets 

of Prance was held In this busy city 
before the war. It lies well in the 
center of a rieh agrlenhnral. iraslng 
and Industrial district, and has always 
been important (or its trade and man- 
ufactures. Chief among the factory 
prodiMts of Arras were beet-sugar, ag- 
rlcntthral implements, hosiery, lace, 
pottery and leatlui'. .vg early as the 
fourth century this little town was fa- 
asous for Its woolen mannfactures, a 
fame that it has lost to the great 
woolen centers of Britannia across the 
water. It later beeame tsmous 
wherever luxury held footing for the 
manufacture ot tapestries. Some of 
the most beautiful worked hangings 
were produced here up to the Fif- 
teenth century, and so superior were 
the tapestries of the place, that they 
were commonly known aa arraa. The 
commeree of the elty Is Imporant 
in grain, flour, oil, wine aad brandy 
products. 

"The lower tow« iraa eompactly 

built. Its generoue appearing homes 
being coaatructed of hewn stouo. Most 
of the streets were laid out broad and 
straight, and Arraa made an Imprea- 
slon of proaperity and progreaalve- 
ness upon the viBltor, There were a 
number of fine squares, bordered by 
beautiful pablte buildings. It had a 
population of 25,000 at the outbreak of 
the war, a population to which bitter 
neeeaaitjr waa aaknown, 

"Many an Importaat action in north- 
ern France baa been fought in and 
around Arraa, a site Where- the Latin, 
Celtic and Gernuui elements have 
struggled sinee the foundation of the 
Roman Empire. The city belonged to 
the Spanlgh branch of the House of 
HapakaNi until IHt, when Laala XIII 
of France captured it after a long, se- 
vere siege. It was ceded to France 
by the Treaty ot the Pyrenees. The 
French HevoluttoB and the Invasion of 
the Germans in 1870-1871 caused much 
sutferlng among its people. Arraa waa 
the birthplace ot MaxUnlUea Robes- 
pierre, the inspired leader of the Ter- 
ror" in Paris, and also of Joseph Le- 
bon. originally ot the ministry, who 
led the ealebratloaa of tha harrible 
rttee of tha Bavotatfam ta hie native 
city."

A brief aummary of the kttera read 
in the morning seaaion ahow that 
there aro thirteen countiea in the as- 
Hociaiion. twenty-nine cburehea. tWen- 
ty-8lx reporting as follows for the past 
year: Church membership, 2,717; 
Sunday school enrollment, 1,903; paa- 
tors salaries, |8.214.46; given to mla- 
Blonary work, $2,176.91. Theae fig- 
ures are approximately correct, four 
churches report no paator salary. 

The devotional services were led by 
r<ev H V. Bolton, pastor of the Car- 
lisle and Sharpsburg churches. He 
read the .Nineteenth I'salm, eBBPhaaiC- 
ing the fourteenth verse. 

Mr. J. H. Hall pieKcuicd the report 
of Minister's Aid. The assoeiation has 
aided 192 mlnlBters In the past twen- 
ty-six years; the past year forty-six 
ministers have been aided, receiving 
from |4 to $17.50 per month; this re- 
quires about $500 per month. 

At this point a new church by the 
name of I'leasant Run, with a mem- 
iMrahlp of forty-two wan received. 

Reoognltlon of visitors. Rev. J. W. 
Bimpaon, pastor of Second M. E. 
ehurch. South, Dr. T. M. Johnson, rep- 
reaentlng the Baptist World; Dr. W. 
T. Harvey, pastor of Harrodsburg 
ehoroh; T. J. t'urrey. Second M. E. 
ahvreh. South were recognized. 

At thia point the committee on nom- 
liatloaa of treasurer nominated John 
Owens, of the Two Uck church, who

ter of oAoera. 

Rer. L. V. Thompaon presented a 
very flU report on edooation. la it 
he stiiad tliat there were ten Bap- 
tlat aohoola io Kentucky with an en- 
rollarant of IMO atndenta. larger 
tkan aay other achool in the state. 
Rer. Johnaoa Harvey apcte in refer- 
eaoe to the GeorgetowB Collage ; Rev. 
Wliboyte apoke of the Oaleda aehool. 

Orphana' HooM report, read by 
Rev. A. H. Webb, waa exoelleat Su- 
perintendent A. B. Gardner,' of the 
Kentucky Baptiat Children's Home, 
ipoke enthualaatioally and eloquent- 
ly of the home located at Qleadale. 

At thia point the Ladlea' Miaaionary 
Society returned to the audienoe room 
from an excellent aeaaion held, la the 
Sunday school room. 

Hon J W. Black, County Attorney 
from Morehead. preaented the report 
on Sunday Hchoola. Hia report dla- 
closed some remarkable facta. He 
said that within a few miles of Mays- 
vUle there is a decided oppoaltlon to 
the Suiiilny school Wltliln n lew 
miles of .Morehead there Is a Haptlst 
church of sixty or seventy iiieiiiberB 
in favor of the Suiulay school, yet the 
pastor and two ministers affiliated 
With the church are opposed. How- 
ever, this okuceh la aot in the asso- 
ciation. 

The report states that Kentucky has 
seventy-flve asftoclations composed of 
1,861 churches; memborshlp of 241,-
